'Cardiac Arrest" Subject 
Of Medical Lecture 



A crowd of McGill' medical-Btu- 
'dcnts and many prominent doc- 

tor.-i of the city filled the audit- 
orium ot tho Physical .Sciences 
Centre lust Friday night to hear 
Dr. Max Thorek, General-Secreta- 
ry of the' International College 
of Surgeons, speak on Cardiac 
Arrest. 

The occasion was the Sixth An- 
nual Cushing .Mcmolral Lecture 
sponsored by tho Nu Sigma Nu 
Fraternity of McGill and tho Me- 
dical Undurgrnduatcs Society. 

Dr. Tliorek's subject consisted 
of those instances, which occur 
not moro than once in a thousand 
cases, when tlie Iwart stops beat- 
ing cither Immediately prior to 
or during a surgical operation. 

In his talk Dr. Thorek emplia- 
slzod tho fact that all surgeons 
must constantly be prepared for 
this eventuality, sinco only split- 
second action can save the pa- 
tient's life, once cardiac arrest 
dcvclojia. All operating rooms 
should be eaulppcd to handle this 
emergency which can be treated 
in a number of ways; often, all 
of these must bo used, Dr. Thorek 
said. Some of the metluds nien-

Eomo 40 concerts. 

Mr. Perrault 'has composed 
nearly twenty orchestral works In 
tlio past few years. His two best 
known orchestral coiupo.sltlons, 
"La Hello au Hols Dormant" and 
"Les Fleurettes" wore broadcast 
over CBC and abroad. 

As composer for radio-drama 
he has also produced backi;round 
music for numerous plays. .Mr. 
Perrault who performs as tyinii- 
anlst In many of Montreal's radio, 
television and concert orcli^stras, 
studied in Montreal with Gabriel 
Cusson, then In France with Na- 
dia Boulanger and. Huneggar. 



tioned were the use of drugi, 
manual niassago of the heart, and 
electric shock. 

In connection with the last 
treatment which Is used to pro- 
duco dctlbrlllatlon. Dr. Tlioicl; 
illustrated a 'home-raado' defibril- 
lator constructed from a spoon, 
a spatula and ordinary electric 
wiring, which can bo used Just 
as effectively as similar instru- 
menta costing hundreds of dol- 
lars. 

In Introducing the speaker. Dr. 
Howe, chief of surgery at the 
Montreal General Hospital, men- 
tioned Dr. tliorek's unusual com- 
blnatlou of excellence lu cardiac 
surgery and in art plwtography. 
Dr. Thorek Is a founder of the 
American Photography Society 
and Fellow of tho Iloyal College 
of Photography. Ho Is at present 
Editor of tho Journal ot tho In- 
ternational College of Surgeons, 
and Professor of Surgery at the 
Cook County Graduate .School of 
.Medicine as well as being Sur- 
geon-ln-ciilct at the American 
Hospital in Chicago. 

Dr. Duff, dean ot tho faculty 
ot Medicine, mentioned some of 
tho achievements of tiie Late Dr. 
Harold Gushing, for many years 
.Montreal's leading pacdiatilulan, 
until his death In 1047. A gradu- 
ato of McGill, Dr. Cushing be- 
came its first Clinical Professor 
of Paediatrics in 1934 and was 
instrumental In the affiliation of 
the Children's Memorial Hospital 
as a tcichlng unit of the .McGill 
Medical. 



published three volumes of verse, 
"Terror and Decorum", which won 
the Pulitzer Prize in 1949. "Strike 
Through the Mack", 1960, and 
"Tho First Morning", publls*ied 
In 1952.

Itobcrt Frost had said, "I'e :r 
Viereck Is tho present nope of 
poetrj-", and George Santay.i'na, 
tho lato great philosopher vf:otc 
Viereck In 1948, "Every ,day 
brings .evidence of, what I pro- 
phetically sajd to you . . . Oh, then 
you are a great man." An histor- 
ian as well as a noted poet, Mr. 
Viereck has written "Conserva- 
tism He-vlslted", ot which Dorthy 
Thomson has said, "Ono of our 
most brilliant and coura;;cous 
young trinkors", and which 
Arthur Schleslnger Jr., Professor 
of History at Harvard U.ih-erslty, 
In tho .New York Times, called. "A 
brilliant political Ossay, a signi- 
ficant tract for the times." His 
latest book, "Tho Sliamo and 
Glory ot the Intellectuals", wiilcli 
has been Just published, has 
created a controversy among 
wiiom he calls "tho neo-Babblts". 
Of this book, .Mr. Will Herbert, 
who has recently appeared in a 
lecture series at McGill, says, "1 
am too deeply Impressed with his 
Insight and understanding nnd too 
grateful for his passlonnio moral 
oarncstness to want to qu'irrol 
with him... to do Justice to the 
book ono would have to reprint 
It entire." 

At McGIII, Mr. Viereck will 
speak on "The Four Shields of 
Freedom." This will Include a 
rending of some of his poetry, a.s 
well as reflect hl.s views on what 
he calls tho "new conservatism"

Dick 
Cowan (Chairman), Pauline Mowat and .Fred Lowy has been appointed to prepare a 
composite report, with practical recomniendations based upon llic two previous reports.

The first meeting of the 8tn- 
dents' Executive Council tor 1964 
was not an exceptional. There 
ii.ave been more Important, more 
trivial, longer and shorter, moro 
boring and more amusing meet- 
ings in the past. As a first meet- 
ing for a new Coiincil, however. 
It was an encouraging Indication 
for the coming year. 

The new members were alert. 
Interested and attentive. It was 
also encouraging, in view ot the 
present financial status ot the 
Students Society, to see that they 
did not expect any personal gain 
from their positions. 

A trivial but significant ex- 
pression of this consclcnclousncss 
was tho stand of many members 
on the subject of complimentary 
tickets for themselves at the Red 
and White Rerue. These are tra- 
ditional, as the BEO 'entertains 
the Macdonald College Students' 
Council at Red and White first 
nights each year. 

There was much diicusslon - en 
this small point, several mem- 
bers feeling that they had no bus- 
iness voting themselves free bene- 
fits of this kind. Tho critical fin- 
ancial situation was once again 
cited. 

In the end, they Toted them- 
selves complimentary tickets, but 
only because tho whole Council 
is expected to attend on this oc- 
casion in a group. It was felt 
that it would be unfair tor them 
to insist on everybody's presence 
and charge each of them for tho 
privilege.

RECOMMENDATIONS 
Recommendationsfcoming from the two reports include; 
Fewer options; Fewer supplemental e.xamuiations ; That stn- 
dents be required to maintain an average of G5% before V : 
taking any time-consuming extra-curricular post; A refresh- 
cr course onjiecturc technique for all lecturing staff at pre- 
scribed intervals; and That students be encouraged to give 
more thought to their reasons for coming to University be- 
fore entering. 

RELATION OF FAILURES 

Attempting to relate failures to participation in extra-curricular 
activities, Don Cash, Chairman of the first committee, collected a 
complete list of executives on .McGIII student organizations, and ana- 
lysed their standings upon graduation. 

FAVOURAlUiB COMI'AIIISOX 

8% of those holding office passed the year with a First Class 
Average, Cash reports, 29 çi made a Second Class Average, and 60% 
were In a Third Class Average. Only 11% failed. These figures comp- 
are favourably with the percentages over the entire campus, ot which 
Cash estimates these officers make up 3%. 

^^^^^^^^^ . Vw 

The second report,^ however, tended to disagree with Cash's find- 
ing that extra-curricular activities had no connection with lack ot 
academic success. Commenting upon tho "over-emphasis on extra- . 
eurrlcular activities," the report slates that: 

ACADE.^UC WORK SECO.VDARr 

*A whole community of students finds its academic work se- 
condary, in comparison with such vitally Important Items as sports, 
a college newspaper, or a student revue. That this is so Is manifested 
by the attitude ot many of the loss active students who look with 
adulation upon these dynamos of college life, without ever wonder- 
ing if this person is learning anything at all from the courses ha 
takes. 

SECOND TniNGS FIRST 

"Too many students put aecond things first, and devote too 
much time to activities, not oven vaguely related lo the fundamental 
purpose for which they attend university. This Is not to say that these 
activities per ee aro bad, or a sign of immiiturlty, but they become 
BO in the hands of students who fail to recognize the importance ot ' 
work which stands at tho centre of college life." 

m% AVERAQE 

This committee would strongly recommend that no student may 
accept a position of any responsibility, or which requires a great deal 
ot time, unless he maintains an academic average of 65%." 
HIGH SCTlOOIi TRAT.VIXO rOOU 

The two reports agree, however, that poor training In the high 
schools Is an Important factor in university failure. Cash, In his re- 
port, blamed particularly the difficult transition from a largely super- 
vised and compulsory study pattern In the high schools to one that 
Is completely free in University, saying that this places "too beayy 
a demand on the self-dlsclpllno of the student. 

COUaSES TOO EASY 

Smjthe's report, however, blames the university for setting cour- 
ses geared to the high school level, saying that students lack challenge 
In their courses which are made easy for them. He also criticizes la 
more detail, the lower school system: ;.., 

QUEOEO SCnOOLIXG 
"The pupU" he charges, "In the eoiirse of his schooling therein, 
Is required to learn a certain number of facts. Tlio.se in cliar;o ot 
developing tho minds of the younp citizens of Quebec feel that ouca 
this number has been assimilated, and Immediately regurgitated 
successfully upon a series of questionalrcs known as. exams, the pupil 
Is ready for, and even more incredible, capable of. a unh'crsity educ- 
ation. 

NOT TAUGHT TO THLNK 
"Yet," ho continues, "tlic pupil has In no way been taught to 
tliink, and In sonio cases, tho.se capable of it have been so stultified 
by this meat-grinder technique that they havo lost Interest them- 
selres. 

>fE.NTATj CAUBKE 

"It Is this typo of student who arrives at tho university, sita 
back, and with a minimum of work, manages to obtain a dnprcc. Tha 
university authorities, reallrlng the mental calibre of tho very young 
people, some of them mere children, who enter each year, gear tlieir 
courses on a level which can be understood by tlie flower ot tho lowef 
school system. Consequently, tho courses, although advanced, ara 
merely more memory work, and the student falls back into the s-im* 
rut In which ho has wallowed ever since his education began." 
FEWER OITIO.VS 

To correct this, Smytho advocates fewer options, more compul« 
Bory courses, and a change In the s.vstem of supplnmenmi e.\ams, 
allowing fewer and then for only siiffioient reason. Ho also advise* 
that superior students bo encouraged to tako more courses. 
ACAOE.>nC I.VADEQUACY 

The reports differ, somewhat, ng lo the basic cause of the aca« 
demie Inadequary of students today. Cash's report believes that it /• 
duo mainly to the lack of a detinlto objecllve or the wrong objectiva > 
In tho students going to college. Ho cites tho better record of the 
veterans, who after the war "realized the time they had lost and 
were hell-bent on achieving their aim iti' the quickest possible time." 
FACUUIY CRITICIZED 

Cash also criticizes the faculty, saying: "Poor enunciation, poor 
delivery, poor planning and poor timing all contribute to make the 
students' task moro difficult. One or more ot these shortcomings art 
present in certain. 

FOUR CAUSES 
Smythe lists four basic causes: Lack of challango In courses, 
tho departure ot the University from the fundamental Idea of a Uni- 
versity, tho economic necessity which encourages and oven forces 
students to tako practical courses, and the Indoctrination of con- 
Cormity by tlie family, church and society. 

TRADE SCIIOOrJl 
He recommends that tho Faculties of Engineering, .Medicine,' 
Dentistry, Commerce, and other "Trade Schools" be separated from 
the rest of the University, and left free lo tench tlieir students a trndo, 
leaving tlie University freé to teach knowledge for Its own sake. 
•'<;i.OI.STERS liES.S H.AI/rERKn" 
Against the indoctrination of society, Smythe sees llitli. liopa, 
but says tliat "llie L'niver.-^lly iau.~t atlcMipl lo present the slud«"it 
with ideas wlilch are la complote oiipo.^liloii lo ilio.'!o taught "ilm, In 
the hope tliat ho will gain onougli \alui! rrom iliis In raL^e Ms own 
children In cloisters less haltered llian those from which he sprung." .

papei:.ofiiie CUP, it marked llie fir.st time 
that-a-'Frcnch-spcaking college publication 
had réceivcd this honour. 

French on Par With English 
This was a worthy decision and one 
that The Daily strongly sui)portcd. Yet in 
itself it is not especially significant except 
in that it should have come much sooner. 
What makes the ejection of Lc Quartier 
Latin so noteworthy is lliat it came as the 
climax of a scries of moves calculated to 
secure- til o~ place of the French language 
on a par with Englisli as an official me- 
dium of tlic CUP. All official documents 
and correspondence as well as the newly 
revised constitution will a|)iicar in both 
languages; cither language, of course, may 
be used at the conference itself. 

lively University Press or NFCUS Con- 
vention accentuates one of our most serious 
cultural problems licrc in Canada. Although 
. one country, Canada is in reality comprised 
of two distinct cultures which, largely be-' 
cause of liic language barrier, are set 
apart from one another. 

Problem Unsolved 

• Uniikc the Swi.ss, or indeed most Ku- 
ro'pcans, we have not yet solved the prob- 
lems inherent in a bilingual nation. AI- 
though all English Canadian schools loach 
French after a fashion, the number of high 
school graduates conversant in the langu,v 



gc is certainly not large. The same critic- 
ism to a lesser extent' can be levelled 
against French schools. The problem is a 
serious one and has recently drawn com- 
ment from the Governor-General, Mr. 
Masscy. 

Every conference which brings French 
and English students together also produ- 
ces a certain amount of friction. When a 
French delegate who speaks a flawless Eng- 
lish nevertheless insists upon using his na- 
tive tongue, many of the more numerous 
English-speaking members arc extremely 
iiTilated. Yet this is not as it should be: 
tiic speaker has and must have the right 
to use the language of his choice. On the 
other hand French-Canadians are frequent- 
ly annoyed when the translation facilities 
made available are inadequate, a situation 
which is often dictated by necessity. 
Revision Needed 

The solution to the problem which mani- 
fests itself daily wlicncvcr the two langua- 
ges meet lies, to be sure, in the methods 
by which these arc taught in Canadian 
.schools. A revision of these methods in the 
direction of greater emphasis of practical 
verbal usage has often been urged but to 
little avail. 

Anolhcr dimension to the question is 
that of mutual understanding find, in this 
wc English h.ive been more at fault. Out- 
side of the Province oif Quebec, French is 
often regarded as second-class language, 
and French-Canadians as second-class cili-: 
' zens. This attitude is certainly not condu- 
cive to good relations between the two com- 
munities, and thus to Canada's progress. 

In this light the happenings at . the 
CUP' conference • grow in importance. The 
decisions must be hailed as a contribution 
to i)rogrcss in this field. To the CUP con- 
ference, then, a pat on the back; to Le 
Quartier Latin — felicitations. ,

Finnish— A World Language?

ITas the time arrived for Finnish to tàlcc its place as a world language? 
It is quite obvious] that it is difficult to answer such a question with any convincing 
degree of certainty. At the moment there seeih to be several factors hindering such a 
development. Firstly, it is spoken by only 0.06 i)cr cent of the world's population ; sccond- 
y, it cannot be learned in ten easy lessons; thirdly, there arc still some. Finns who can't 
understand it. 



Fiirlhormoro, support (or Ui» 
list in international affairs Is 
rather difficult to procure out- 
side rinlund's borders, since tho 
only related languages arp Hun- 
garian, Estonian, and a few ob- 
scure dialects Bpokon In the mid- 
dle o( SIborln.

c.-;peciatly at a college like McGiil which places 
so little entphasls on competitive sport. 

University authorities iiave their own idoa^ 
on the subject. They , fed that people are here 
primarily for an education, not to.be prepared 
for an athletic future or^ present.; McUlll, with its 
wide range of intrahiiiral activities, has much to 
offer in tlie way o( part-time recreation for tiioso 
who cannot find the. time necessary to practice 
with nn intercollegiate team. They feel that no 
amount of supervision can be top strict; in- fact 
some are all in favor of stronshtcning the rule 
so that no one, for any rciison except profos- 
rioualism, is allowed to play oulsldo athletics. 
As It now stiiiids, people who are repeating n 
year, not being eligible for intercollegiate coni- 
polition, can automatically play for a team of 
their choice, lu many cases, it Is because they 
liave spent so much time in athletics previously 
that tl'.'<y failod the year. 

As fur placing much emphasis on competitive 
sport. McGill sponsors teams In alt 1C sports 
sectioned by the Canadian Intercollegiate Atliic- 
tlcs Union, plus several intermediate cntric.!, nnd 
includos otiicr recrcntioiiai and intr.innirnl sporis 
on lis, |>rogi'nm. Surely tlicro is no lack of cm- 
' piiasls on competitive sport. 

I'erliaps llio weakness of tlic rule lies in its en- 
fnrccincni iiodies. Wllliout doubt, stronger super- 
vision would prevent students from playing out- 
side athletics. .Much is left up to the discretion 
of the lAC, as to whcther'or not the reasons 
given nro sufficient grounds for release. ' 

Whatever tho answer is, It is clear that tho 
situation Is not a healthy one. Doth sides possess 
powerful arguincnts, tlioush it is unlikely that 
12 players should be exempt on it. As more and 
more players leave the teams, as has been tiio 
trend in recent years university teams will lose 
any color and attraction for players they may 
have, and. become an outlet. only for those who 
are not good cnoush to piny outside sports. It is 
hoped that this -trend will he reyersed In the 
lienr future.

With a single finger lie lifted 551 pounds. 
On a platform strapped to his baclc, he held 
up more than two tons. With one hand, he 
hoisted to liis slioiildcre a barrel of cement 
weighing 314 pounds. And ho restrained at a 
dead stop four huge brewer's horses. 

Cyr offered S5,000 to anyone who could 
outlift Idm but no one ever did. His strength 
was equalled only by his appetite, and it was 
nothing for him to put away a 30-lb. suckling 
pig in less than half an hour. 

Louis became fast friends with John L; 
Sullivan when thoy co-starred in a circus. 
It's said Cyr once lifted Sullivan onto an 
untapped barrel of nlc, then held it at arm's 
length above his head. Considering Sullivan's 
reputation, tho fact that the barrel was un- 
tapped is in itself remarlcable;
